Production of cotton 
in India has been steadily increasing and reached the figure of 47.23 lakh bales 
in 1956-57 as compared А! 29 lakpobales in 1950-51. In spite of increased pro- 
duction, the consumption cotton in India has been steadily increasing and 
reached the figure of 49 lakh bales in 1955-56. To meet our needs we still im- 


«port about 6 lakh bales of extra-long staple cotton. Hence, the main ргоб ет 


before us is to achieve self-sufficiency in the production of extra-long staple cotton. 


I am glad that the Indian Central Cotton Committee which is concerned 
with research on cotton and its development have produced an Atlas on the sub- 
ject giving all.essential.information in the form or visual maps and charts. The 
‘Atlas covers an extensive field and gives information regarding the production

Dr. Sethi 
promptly took up this suggestion, and with his characteristic zeal and energy got 
prepared a number of maps and diagrams, apart from those which were already

The result of these efforts is the Cotton Atlas which contains information 
on production and consumption of cotton in the different countries of the world, 
as well as data relating to its export and import. This is followed by a series of 
maps showing physical features, soil, rainfall and communications in India, and 
distribution of improved varieties of cotton in various States of India. I hope 
that the information given in this Atlas would prove to be of use to allthose who 

are interested in cotton, its production, distribution and manufacture in India 


as well as abroad.
